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BEIRUT (UPl). — Egyptian 
Minister of State forForeign Affairs 
Butros Ghali says that when Egypt 
recovers its Sinai oilfields it intends 
to sell oil to Israel “at the highest 
level it can get,*’ according to an. in- 
terview yesterday In a Beirut 
newsletter. 

The Weekly “Au-Nahar Arab 
Report and Memo" quoted Ghali as 
saying the oilfields, which Egypt ex- 
pects to begin recovering starting 
November 25, will “compensate for 
the loss of Arab aid'* — support that 
was cut off when Cairo signed a 
peace treaty, with Israel. . 

Ghali said Egypt had made no deal 
to sell oil to Israel at preferential 
prices. “We shall sell at Inter- 
national prices,” be said. 

• By “international prices,” he 
presumably meant “Rotterdam spot 


market prices’* — currently about 50 
per cent higher than the official ceil- 
ing of f23.60 per barrel set by the 
Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries. 

“Egypt is not an OPEC member 
and will sell its oH at the highest 
price It can get,” he said. 

He added that “Israel has already 
accepted our conditions.” 

Ghali was interviewed by the 
newsletter in Strasbourg, France, 
where he was attending a 21-nation 
meeting at European Council head- 
quarters last week. 

He also said Palestinians have the 
' right to “armed resistance” in the 
West Bank and Gaza as long as 
Israeli occupation continues. 

The right of legitimate self- 
defence is one of the rights listed in 
the UN Charter, he said. 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
The cabinet will hold a special ses- 
sion tomorrow to decide whether to 
honour the wage agreement 'signed 
with the state prosecutors last 
month. A decision was expected 
yesterday, but the ministers failed to 
reach any conclusion. 

The 145 or so state attorneys who 
resigned on Wednesday over the dis- 
pute say the agreement is binding. 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir sup- 
ports them, but Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich has said the agree- 
ment is not binding because it was 
not signed by the Histadrut, and 
that the higher wages for attorneys 
would lead to a new round of wage 
demands in other sectors. 

The cabinet began its final debate 
on the agreement yesterday, but 
when time ran short Prime Minister 
Begin suggested it be handed over to 
a committee — Tamir, Ehrlich and 
himself. 

Trade, Industry and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt came up with a 
counter-proposal — that because of 
the principles Involved, the matter 
be resolved by the entire cabinet. 

The ministers were split in a vote 
on the proper forum tor solving the 
problem — seven favoured the full 
cabinet (Patt, Ehrlich, Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, Transport 
Minister Haim Landau, Education 


Minister Zevulun Hammer. 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira, and Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan) and seven preferred 
the committee. Begin broke the tie 
by ruling in favour of a full cabinet 
debate. 


For technical reasons, the debate 
could not be held today and had to be 
postponed until tomorrow. As he left 
the meeting, Tamir said be hoped 
the attorneys would understand that 
the postponement was a technical 
matter only and would not take 
drastic measures in response. 


Tonight the Democratic Move- 
ment meets to discuss whether to 
stay in the coalition. But Tamir said 
the final proposal would be brought 
before the party council only after 
the cabinet decision on Tuesday. 

Tamir yesterday submitted a 
detailed memorandum to the cabinet 
which referred to the recommen- 
dations of the Shimron Commission 
on organized crime. He argued that 
since the government had already 
decided in principle to implement 
the commission's recommendations, 
it had in fact authorized the salary 
increase for prosecutors. .(The 
Shimron Commission stressed the 
importance of attracting more and 
better-trained attorneys as state 
prosecutors.)

Yitzhak Mod&'i and promoters of 
Ylgal H urvitz both seem Inclined to 
use silence to unseat Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich. 

This after their rivalry over the in- 
heritance turned out to be a chief 
factor in the comeback Ehrlich has 
made since his return to Israel last 
Wednesday from two weeks in 
Europe. 

Moda'l has indicated be will 
withdraw his candidacy for the 
Treasury post if that will help unseat 
the Incumbent, Liberal Party 
sources told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. This change in position 
came after his own allies and other 
opponents of Ehrlich told him his ac- 
tive candidacy was holding up 
Ehrlich's ouster. 

Hurvitx himself has been silent, 
but now his supporters also seem 
convinced that silence will get 
Ehrlich out — and Hurvitz in — 
faster. 

Hurvitz’s State List executive Is to 
meet within a fortnight to decide 
whether to stay In the Likud. Hurvitz 
has apparently had to work hard to 
keep State List members from 


bolting. 

State List sources said very highly 
placed Likud members have been 
urging them not to even threaten to 
leave the coalition. The Liberals 
may still find a face-saving way for 
getting rid of Ehrlich, the Likud peo- 
ple argue; but if. the State List 
threatens to leave, the Liberals will 
seem to be knuckling under if they 
oust Ehrlich. 

The State List is prepared to be 
silent, and even to postpone its Ex- 
ecutive meeting if necessary. 

If the Liberals seem unsuccessful 
at pushing through cabinet changes 
themselves, the State List executive 
will meet and perhaps decide to 
leave the Likud.' 

Sources close to Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin said they realize 
that the threat of a State List 
walkout hangs over the government. 
They said Begin still holds that it is 
up to party institutions to choose 
their representatives in the govern- 
ment — which means that Ehrlich’s 
position in the party will decide his 
fate in the cabinet. 

The Liberal Party Executive 
meets this afternoon to draft a 
proposal on reorganization of the 
cabinet.

TEL AVIV. — Hundreds of Nazi war criminals 
are living as free and respectable citizens in 
Canada, where the government has rejected all 
appeals for action to deport them- This was. 
stated here yesterday by Simon wiesenthal. the 
well-known Nazi hunter, in an exclusive inter- 
view with The Jerusalem Post. 

Wiesenthal revealed that a further 250 known 
war criminals had been Identified In the U.S. fo 
contrast- the Canadian government, the U.S. 
Justice Department is investigating them ; legal 
proceedings are in progress against 25, aimed at 
depriving them of U.S. citizenship. Three major 
court cases are due to begin next week. 

^H^a^butea the attitude of the Canadian 
government to the fact that Ukrainians, who 
make up most of toe war criminals, are toe se- 
cond largest ethnic minority in Canada. They 
have political clout, and no party wants to 
alienate them. The Canadian government 
prefers to view them as good anti-communists. 

^Wiesenthal praised the attitude adopted by 
U o president Jimmy Carter, on whose specific 
instructions a special branch of toe Justice 
TV'nartmenl has been set up in Washington to in- 
SSSS NaS.

through Italy.

' minister of the interior in Croatia during the 
war. when he collaborated with the Nazis. The 
Yugoslav government has accused him of being 
responsible for the deaths of 600,000 .people, 80,- 

000 of them Jews. , 

1 Frank Walus, the third accused, has already 
- been stripped of his U.S. citizenship and bis final 
appeal is to be heard in Odcago starting next 
week. He is charged with war crimes in Poland 
and will probably be deported for trial should his 
appeal fail, Wiesenthal said. 

Returning to Canada. Wiesenthal said that he 
has Identified several war criminals who were 
instrumental In the deaths of thousands of peo- 
ple. 

Among those living free of worry or harass- 
ment today Is Imrc Finta. who during the war 
was ghetto commander of Szeged in Hungary. 
He closely cooperated with Adolf Eichmann and 
Organised the transfer of thousands of Jews to 
■ Auschwitz. Today, he runs a restaurant in Toron- 
to. . 

Other alleged criminals arc Julck 
Stclmashst.uk, former chief of police in the 
Ukrainian town of Trent bola. and a man named 


Chrabatyn, who was chief of police in Stanislav, 
in the Ukraine. Both men led murder squads 
which rampaged through Ukrainian towns, kill- 
ing hundreds of Jews, and both denounced Jews 
so that they could be deported to the death 
camps. Stelmashstuk now lives in Winnipeg and 
Chrabatyn in Vancouver. 

“Most of these men are now old, and even if 
they lose their citizenship they can escape to 
South America. But there is an important princi- 
ple here. Walnus has had to sell hfs house to pay 
his legal fees. Others will have their peaceful 
lives disrupted and will be forced to flee again. 
Let them not die as innocent men,” Wiesenthal 
said. 

Wiesenthal appealed to Israelis for informa- 
tion concerning Otto AJdrecht Bolschwing. who 
spent the years 1934-36 in Haifa as a German 
agent. Bolschwing now lives in the U.S. During 
lhc war he was a member of Eichmann 's staff, 
and Wiesenthal is interested in Information 
about his activities in Palestine. Readers may 
contact The JcrustiU-m Post and will be pul in 
touch with Wiesenthal. 

The Nazi-huntor also told The Post that Joseph 
Mcngclc, the notorious doctor of Auschwitz who 
performed inhuman medical experiments on 
children, has been forced to leave his haven In 
.Paraguay and is now on the run in South 
America. Wiesenthal said that he had just miss- 
ed catching Mengclc five times since 1959. He 
has offered a reward of 550,000 to anyone giving 
information leading to Mongclc's arrest, in- 
cluding information given anonymously through 
a lawyer or public notary.

The cabinet decided yester- 
day, in a compromise move, not 
to expropriate private Arab- 
owned land in the West Bank to 
allow, existing Jewish 
settlements to expand. Instead, 
over 4,000 dunams of public or 
unregistered land will be handed 
over to six settlements. 

One of the settlements, Beit Horon, 
will be moved because of the lack of 
state land in the vicinity. 

The cabinet decision was seen as a 
'compromise between demands by 
some ministers, led by Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, for mass ex- 
propriation of Arab-owned land, and 
other ministers who threatened to 
resign if the government approved 
the seizures. 

Virtually all members of the coali- 
tion, currently beset by policy dis- 
putes. emerged from yesterday’s 
meeting satisfied. 

Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan, 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman and 
Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin and 
other Democratic Movement 
ministers were content on the 
grounds that the cabinet decision 
meant neither expropriation of land 
nor the establishment of new 
settlements — two moves which they 
feared would jeopardize Israel's 
peace moves. 

- For the other camp in the cabinet 
the decision meant an official en- 
dorsement of demands for expan- 
ding settlements and of claims of 
Israel sovereignty — at least over 
public land and land whose title Is in 
dispute. 

In a five-hour meeting, the cabinet 
opted unanimously to augment the 
settlements by making available 
government-owned land, private 
Jewish-owned land, or plots that are 
not in the lands register. The last are 
understood to be those where Arabs 
do not hold clear title to the property. 
Government-owned land includes 
areas which were state property voi- 


der the Jordanian administration as 
well as land either requisitioned or 
expropriated in the past. 

The cabinet also established an 
inter-minlsteria) committee to con- 
sider finding more land for 
Kedumim, where there is not enough 
public land available, and Ofra 
which was not allocated more land 
for the same reason. 

“No private land or land under 
cultivation will be requisitioned or 
expropriated in order to Implement 
the decision." cabinet secretary 
Arye Naor told newsmen. 

Israel TV reported last night that 
much of the public land to be given to 
the settlements is in fact cultivated 
by Arab farmers. 

The land issue came to a head 
when settlers, mainly Gush Emunim 
members, last week broke through the 
fences of their outposts to squat on 
neighbouring lands in protest 
against what they described as the 
government failure to address itself 
to the expansion of Israeli 
settlements on the West Bank prior 
to the implementation of the pro- 
jected autonomy there. The settlers 
returned to their homes after in- 
tervention by the army. 

Naor yesterday could not give 
details on the amount of land in ques- 
tion. However, by early last night it 
was learned that the cabinet's deci- 
sion means that over 4,000 dunams of 
state-owned or unregistered land 
will be allocated to the settlements. 

The settlements involved are: 
Ariel, which will receive 1,000 
dunams, Glvon 650 dunams (some of 
it owned by Jews), Elkana 400 
dunams, Beit Horon will be removed 
from its present location and will be 
rebuilt on 150 dunams, Kedumim 
will receive 70 dunams (which will 
include the adjacent military base) . 

The cabinet decided to allocate 2.- 
000 dunams for the urban centre of 
Efrat which is destined to serve the 
Gush Etzion block of settlements. 
Naor confirmed that in this case the 
land allocated was not all in one 
parcel and this was a planning 
problem expe rts would have to over-

W. Bank Arabs assail 
state lands decision

Arabs in the West Bank and East 
Jerusalem yesterday harshly 
criticized the government's decision 
to expand existing settlements by 
seizing state land, and described it 
as "playing with words" to mislead 
world opinion. 

Mayors, public figures. Intellec- 
tuals and opinion-makers across the 
political spectrum said that the 
cabinet move was no more than a 
way to legitimize land seizures. 

Ma'amoun Sa'id, editor of the East 
Jerusalem dally ■'Al-Fajr.'' describ- 
ed the decision as “an attempt to 
cover up the main intention" of tak- 
ing land. Most villagers, he noted, 
did not have documents proving 
ownership of their land, and thus it 
could be taken by the authorities. 

Sa’id told The Jerusalem Post that 
he saw “nothing positive what- 
soever” in the decision, which he 
described as being intended to "give 
legitimacy to further confiscations.” 
Bethlehem Mayor Elias Frelj 
spoke strongly about the land deci- 
sion. calling it "a big nail in the cof- 
fin of peace” and “flagrant aggres- 
sion against our existence as 
Arabs." The government, he- 
declared, "is trying to find 
phraseology to mislead the world." 

Frelj also argued that in the West 
Bank, state land has been “used for 
centuries by Arab peasants.” What 


will happen now. he predicted, is 
that "each existing settlement will 
be enlarged and re-enlarged, and 
this will be a physical danger to the 
people of the West Bank and Gaza.” 

' Reacting specifically to the deci- 
sion to go ahead with the construc- 
tion of the city of Efrat near 
Bethlehem, opposite Gush Etzion, 
Frelj said that Arabs in the area, 
who have documents proving their 
ownership of the land, cultivate 
vineyards, orchards and almond 
trees there. 

“Will Housing Minister David 
Levy go himself to see the land?" the 
mayor asked angrily. "I can show 
him the land." 

Attorney Elias Khourl of East 
Jerusalem, who has represented 
many Arabs in appeals against the 
seizure of land for Jewish settlement 
In the West Bank and who is current- 
ly representing the plaintiffs in the 
Elion Moreh case, explained in a 
radio interview last night how he 
viewed this decision. 

It will mean, he argued that the 
attorney-general can claim that any 
uncultivated land belongs to the 
state and thus can force those who 
try to use it to prove their ownership. 

This. Khourl said, will be difficult, 
for illiterate peasants are ac- 
customed to using state-owned land 
without the . legal documentation 
which the Israeli authorities would 
require to avert the seizure.

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party doves 
meeting here last night indicated 
they may adopt a position which 
“goes beyond" the Aharon Yariv- 
Vlctor Shemtov formula which calls 
for negotiations with any Palestinian 
Arabs who recognize Israel. 

The gathering of the doves has 
already roused Party hardliners 
who say they will not allow La hour to 
be swept away from its present plat- 
form. They promise action "if the 
doves are not put In their place." 

One of the doves' leaders, MK 
Yossi Sarid, said last night that he 
would like a decision by the group to 
"clarify the Yariv-Shemtov for- 
mula.” The formula advocates 
Israeli contacts with any 
Palestinians willing to renounce 
terrorism and recognize the state. 

"This formula Is now outdated. 
The situation has changed and It 
must be elucidated," Sarid argued. 

Sarid told the gathering that the 
root of the present situation in the 
Middle East lies in the refusal of the 
Golda Melr government to 
acknowledge the existence of a 
Palestinian problem. 

“But we will not be able to Ignore it 
much longer. A Palestinian state will 


be set up whether we want It or not. 
The Allon Plan is not realistic," he 
said. 

Alsu taking a swipe at the Allon 
Plan was Shlomo Avinerl, who said, 
"Israel must think of something 
besides the Jordanian option." MK 
Abba Eban did not participate in 
yesterday's meeting, but the doves 
said he would join future meetings. 

The doves decided not to adopt any 
resolutions yesterday but to appoint 
a committee which would formulate 
proposals to the Labour Party 
Leadership Bureau. The committee 
would include Sarid, Avinerl, 
Yitzhak Ben-Aharon, Adi Amoral, 
Zvl Kesae, Haim Ramon of the 
Young' Guard. Aranon Sela and 
Yisrael Gat of the party inter- 
national relations department. 

The hawks meanwhile Indicated 
last night that Labour may be In for 
more dissension if no reaction 
against the doves is forthcoming 
from the party leadership.

Toon coming for 10 days

Two terrorists 
caught in Lebanon 

METULLA. — Two terrorists from 
Majdal Zaun, a Shi a Moslem village 
in southwest Lebanon, were caught a 
-few days ago by a reconnaissance 
patrol of Major Sa'ad Haddad's 
militia troops. The men were 
arrested as they crossed the lines 
into Haddad-controlled territory 
together with a group of civilians, 
militia sources said. 

The two terrorists said that in the 
region of their village, whi ch is 
located within the Dutch UNIFIL 
contingent's area, both the terrorists 
and the left-wing population have 
recently grown substantially. They 
say both groups threaten the local 
population against any cooperation 
wi th Ha ddad. They also claim that 
UNIFIL is under heavy pressure to 
permit the terrorists to set up a per- 
manent position in the village 
similar to the one they have already 
set up in Barashit, in the Irish 
UNIFIL contingent’s area. 


Strategic Arms Limitation Treaties. 

On Wednesday, Toon will meet 
with Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin at a dinner party at the King 
David Hotel. The dinner will be 
hosted by Dr. Lajos Gottesraan, a 
Tel Aviv businessman who is a close 
friend of the Toons and who was 
their house guest last year in 
Moscow. 

The 40-year veteran diplomat will 
lecture next Monday at Tel Aviv 
University on the "Middle East 
Situation as Seen from Moscow.” 

Toon fell from grace with the 
Carter administration earlier this 
year for publicly raising doubts 
about the ability of the U.S. to verify 
Soviet compliance with SALT. 


Peace Now 
irate; Gush 
wants more

Gush Emunim leaders said yester- 
day that they will escalate their 
campaign to force the government to 
seize hundreds of thousands of 
dunams of land for Jewish settle- 
ment.in the West Bank. And Peace 
Now leader Omrl Padan said his 
group plans a mass demonstration in 
Tel Aviv on Saturday night to protest 
yesterday's government decision on 
West Bank land seizures. 

A chorus of dissent greeted the 
government decision last night, with 
Peace Now and Shal separately 
describing ft as a "hindrance to 
peace and a capitulation to a violent 
minority." 

Sheli leaders Melr Pa 'H and Uri 
Avnery said the decision proved that 
“violence pays." 

The Young Guard of the Labour 
Party, calling on its members to sup- 
port the Peace Now demonstration, 
said the government's decision was 
likely to seal off any avenue to peace 
on the eastern front. 

The Gush leaders meeting at Ofra 
reasoned that their recent attempts 
to enlarge the Ofra, Tekoa and 
Kedumim settlements had drawn 
attention to their cause. The army 
evicted them, but the cabinet ap- 
proved land seizures as they had 
demanded. 

Yesterday's decision fell short of 
the Gush demands for 200,000 
dunams of West Bank land for 
Jewish settlement. Gush leader Rab- 
bi Moshe Levi nger described the 
decision as a mere “handout," but 
he added, "even a Jew who receives 
alms is happy."

Comeuppance for school vandals 


Violence and vandalism in the 
country's schools are likely to meet 
with a sharper response than hither- 
to. and teachers will probably be 
given wider powers of punishment 
following a series of principals con- 
ferences scheduled to take place in 
the next few weeks. 

With the schools opening again to- 
day after the Succot break, Educa- 
tion Ministry Director-General 
Eliezer Shmueli yesterday cir- 
cularized all schools with details on 
the ministry’s arrangements for cop- 
ing with the growing violence that 
has recently plagued the country's 
educational institutions. 

While Shmueli said that the 


ministry still had insufficient infor- 
mation on the causes of the violence, 
he said there was reason to link it in 
part to last year’s prolonged 
teachers' strike. 

(Teachers are again threatening 
sanctions next week if their pay 
claims are not met.) 

Together with a research project 
on the causes of violence which the 
ministry has asked the Szold 
Institute in Jerusalem to undertake, 
more practical measures will also be 
taken. PoHce will respond to school 
violence more promptly and the 
cooperation of pupils themselves will 
be enlisted.

Thirty-four years have not 
diminished the gratitude of six 
Israelis whose lives were saved from 
the Nazis by a Dutch candle maker, 
Dirk van Schailb. All six were on 
hand yesterday to # watch their 
benefactor plant a tree in the Avenue 
Of Righteous Gentiles at Yad 
Vashem In Jerusalem and receive a 
medal at a modest ceremony. 

One of the survivors, Shalom 
Weiss, now treasurer of The 
Jerusalem Poet, told of Van Schalk's 
unassuming war-time heroism. 

Van Schaik was a neighbour of the 
25- Jewish youngsters who attended 
the hachahara agricultural training 
farm near the small town of Gouda. 
Till April 1943, the young Zionists 
were protected from deportation, 
largely because they were engaged 
in food production. When this protec- 
tion ran out. Van Schaik — with the 
help of various underground groups 

found hiding places for all the 

, youngsters and their teachers. 

Fully aware of the risks to himself 
and his family. Van Schaik, kept hia 
proteges supplied with forged 
documents and food coupons till the 
end of the war. When one hiding 
place became too dangerous, he per- 
sonally would escort them on his 
bicycle to a new shelter. Van Schaik, 
who Is Catholic, did all this without 
thought of recompense, out of simple 
humanity.

Israel in limbo after FIFA draw

TEL AVIV. — The confusion 
resulting from conflicting reports 
from Zurich during the past 48 hours 
had not cleared up by last night why 
Israel was left out of the World Cup 
soccer draw. 

Israel was the only one among 100 
countries which was not placed In 
any grouping by the International 
Football Federation (FIFA) 
organizing committee mee tin g in 
Zurich. 

“This is a problem that FIFA will 
now have to solve," Michael Almog, 
chairman of the Israel Football 
Association, said In Zurich last 
night. 

Earlier reports from Zurich had 
placed Israel in a group with 12 
North and Central American coun- 
tries, including Mexico, the U.S. and 
Canada. Other reports (quoted in 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday) 
placed Israel in Europe. 

Almog pointed out last night, after 
the World Cup draw, that European 
Group 6 contains only four countries 
— Scotland, Sweden. Portugal and 
Northern Ireland' — "and could ac- 
commodate Israel, too. as no East 
European country Is In that group. 
Other European groups Include five 


countries from which the top two will 
go through to the flnal-24 in Spain in 
1982. 

The Soviets and East Europeans 
had earlier indicated to FIFA and 
the European Football Association 
(UEFA) that they would refuse to 
play against Israel in World Cup 
qualifying games. ' 

FIFA President Joao Havelange of 
Brazil told reporters after the draw 
that FIFA’s executive committee 
had proposed that Israel should be 
included in the northern zone of the 
Central-North American qualifying 
tournament. The North-Central 
American and Caribbean Football 
Confederation (CONCACAF) will 
consider this and report to FIFA, 
Havelange said. If CONCACAF 
refuses to accept Israel the FIFA ex- • 
ecutive intends to add Israel to Euro- 
pean qualifying Group 8, he said. 

Another political problem seemed 
to have been solved by the draw. 
China, newly admitted, were 
accepted as entrants though the clos- 
ing date is long past, and will play in 
an Asian-Oceania group which also 
includes Hongkong, Macao. North 
Korea, Japan and Singapore. 

Taiwan remain, having agreed to 
change their name from the 
Republic of China, and figure in a 
group which includes Australia and 
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New Ze aland as well as Indonesia 
and Fiji?-- ■* 

Europe will provide 13 qualifiers 
plus Spain for the final tournament 
and Latin America four, Including 
Argentina. Africa, Aaia-Qceania and 
Central-North America will each 
have two finalists. Argentina, as 
holders, and Spain, as hosts, are 
automatic finalists. 

The North-Central American tour- 
nament may be enlivened if Is rael i s 
added to the northern zone, as FIFA 
wishes. 

Mexico must be favoured to win 
the zone, despite the recent improve- 
ment In North American standards; 
but the Israelis, who reached the 
finals nine years ago, can be ex- 
pected to mount a dedicated effort to 
justify their inclusion. 

Ben-Tovim seen

— Jerusalem Betar ap- 
parently is having problems signing 
Ehud Ben-Tovim from Bnel Yehuda. 

With all documents signed 
between the football clubB in a 
IL700.000 transfer deal last week, the 
player appeared to have second 
thoughts yesterday.

HAIFA. — A 05-metre section of a 
$ 20 m. floating dock under construc- 
tion at the Israel Shipyards here 
sank six metres to the bottom of the 
construction basin at noon on Satur- 
day. 

The yard management stated last 
night that it still had no indication of 
tfie cause of the sinking. 

No -workmen were on board at the 
time, because of the Sabbath. An in- 
quiry committee has been ap- 
pointed. 

Shipyard general manager Yisrael 
Libertovski told The Jerusalem Post 
that the project is fully insured, but 
he dismissed as “groundless 
speculation" a report that damage 
Sight run into tens of millions of 
pounds. 

■She accident happened while two 
tugs were towing a freighter into the 
shipyard for repair. The possibility 
that the tugs may have been respon- 


sible for the sinking is being in- 
vestigated. The question of why 
water penetrated the hollow dock 
fraJls. which consists of watertight 
compartments, is also being looked 
into. 

The floating dock, the third and 
largest built by the yard, is to be 
offered for sale abroad when it is 
completed next June or July. Liber- 
tovski said that the accident would 
not cause serious delays in the 
Schedule. 

A floating dock is a big steel struc- 
ture with hollow walls which give It 
its buoyancy. By flooding the hollow 
compartments the dock Is immers- 
ed. enabling shipB to be put on board 
for repairs. The dock is then tied up. 
and the water pumped out of the 
compartments, refloating the dock 
'frith the ship on board and enabling 
workmen to carry out the repairs. 
When these are completed the com- 
partments are again flooded and the 
ship can move off the dock.

Shells kill 5 Kampucheans 
in Thai refugee camp

AR A NY A PRATHET. Thailand 
1 Reuter). — Five Kampucheans 
w arc killed when a Thailand refugee 
camp waa shelled yesterday as 
lighting between the two warring 
sides in Kampuchea raged near the 
border. 


The shelling -occurred just across 
the border from a stronghold of 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas loyal to 
ousted Kampuchean Premier Pol 
Pot which has been under attack 
from Vietnamese-led forces for 
several days. 

A series of artillery and mortar at- 
tacks on the stronghold has sent an 
estimated 28,000 Kampucheans flee- 
ing into Thailand where they are tak- 
ing sanctuary close to the border, 
about 30 km. south of this eastern 
Thai frontier town. 

Thai military officials said two 
shells landed, fn a temporary border 
camp this morning, killing five 
refugees and wounding 12. They said 
the rounds of fire came from an M79 
grenade launcher. 

The refugees are mostly sick and 


hungry civilians who had been under 
Khmer Rouge control, but there are 
also some unarmed Pol Pot 
guerrillas. Reporters visiting the 
area, shelled yesterday saw three 
bodies covered with blankets. Two 
other bodies had been moved from 
the scene. 

The 12 wounded refugees had been 
moved further away from the border 
and were being attended by Thai 
Red Cross volunteers. Other 
refugees in the area had also been 
moved deeper into Thai territory. 

The pro-Soviet Phnom Penh ad- 
ministration’s foreign ministry has 
accused the Thai authorities of tacit- 
ly allowing Pol Pot forces to set up 
encampments on Thai territory, the 
Vietnam News Agency (VNA) 
reported yesterday. 

It also alleged they had “per- 
mitted a number of foreigners to 
cross the Thai border into Kam- 
puchean territory to give supplies to 
the bandits and reactionaries in their 
attempts to disrupt public order and 
security and the peaceful construc- 
tion of the Kampuchean people.” 


6 killed during Turkish ballot 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Six people 
were shot dead at polling stations in 
predominantly Kurdish eastern 
Turkey 'yesterday as almost half the 
country voted for new senators and 
five new lower house deputies. 

Police said gunmen shot dead four 
members of one family and wounded 
two others, one seriously, outside a 
polling station in the village of Akyuz 
in Mardin province near the Iraqi 
and Syrian borders. 

One attacker was shot dead and 
three others later arrested, police 
said. 

One person was shot dead in the 
village of Bakaclk in Van province 


close to the Iranian border after a 
quarrel near a polling station, local 
authorities said. 

The incidents occurred despite 
heavy security around the country, 
with half the country’s 500,000-strong 
armed forces on street duty. 

The reasons for the shootings were 
not immediately clear. Killings in 
the east often do not reflect the left- 
right political extremist shootings 
which plague the rest of the country. 

Yesterday’s elections, for 50 
senators and five lower-house 
deputies, are likely to decide the 
future of Premier Buient Ecevit’s 
shaky left-of-centre government. 


100,000 in Bonn 
protest against 
nuclear power 


BONN (Reuter). — Some 100.000 
anti-nuclear protesters marched 
peacefully through central Bonn 
yesterday in what organisers called 
the biggest demonstration in post- 
. war Germany. 

Demonstrators from throughout 
West Germany, as well as groups 
from most West European countries, 
converged on a huge park outside 
Bonn University to demand an im- 
mediate end to the development of 
atomic energy In West Germany. 

The day-long mass protest took 
place in a carnival atmosphere. 
Police reinforcements were brought 
in from throughout central Ger- 
many, but no Incidents were 
reported. 

The demonstrators gave a stan- 
ding ovation to a speaker from 
Harrisburg. Pennsylvania, who 
referred to the fear caused by the 
nuclear accident in the U.S. at the 
Three Mile Island power station. 


Soviet slogans rap 
’Israeli aggression’ 


MOSCOW (AP). — The billboard 
landscape in the Soviet Union will be 
changing soon now that the Com- 
munist Party Central Committee 
has released a new batch of 78 
slogans marking the 62nd anniver- 
sary of the November 1917 revolu- 
tion. 

Tass said the slogans Include 
warm greetings” to the Arab coun- 
tries “fighting for full elimination of 
the consequences of the Israeli 
aggression, against anti-Arab 
Separate deals, for establishment of 
a fair and durable peace in the Mid- 
dle East.’’ 

A concluding slogan from the new 
writings of the Central Committee 
says. "Long live tbe peaceful 
Leninist foreign policy of the Soviet 
Union.”

37 new deaths in Zimbabwe; 
Walls joins London parley 


SALISBURY (AP). — The Zim- 
babwe Rhodesi'&n military com- 
mand yesterday reported 37 new 
deaths in the guerrilla war, raising 
the toll since the London peace talks 
opened to more than 800 victims. 

The latest deaths, Including 13 
civilians, were reported on the eve of 
the sixth week of British-sponsored 
peace talks between the Salisbury 
government and guerrilla leaders. 

Among those reported slain since 
the last communique on Friday were 
23 guerrillas and a security force 
man, killed in clashes. 

The civilian casualties included 
four killed by guerrillas and nine by 


security forces as "terrorist 
collaborators" or crossfire victims, 
the communique said. 

An average of 23 persons, most 
blacks, have lost their lives daily 
since the opening last month of the 
London talks between Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa and 
guerrilla leaders Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe.

The election has no binding impact 
on the 1980 election, but it was view- 
ed as a psychological contest 
between the Incumbent president 
and the man viewed as his most 
serious challenger for the 
Democratic Party nomination. 

Unofficial results from 63 of 67 
counties showed Carter with 358 
delegates, Kennedy with 71, labour 
unions with 19, 20 uncommitted and 
one tie.

FOKV ; ONCE*- a last •minute 
programme change proved a bleu- 
log, saving us from the agonizing ex- 
perience of Uftening to WieniawBki'B 
violin concerto. Both substitutes, 
Moxart'a D Major concerto and 
Chatiason'a "Poene," were 
pleasures. These two works &re an- 
tithetktal, yet equally profound, 
compositions. In Mozart, Isaac Stern 
grasped magnificently the simple 
beauty of perfect classical form and 
demonstrated a remarkable sense of 
narrative and humour. In 
“Chavssou,” representing the 
twilight of Wagnerian romanticism, 
one felt the excitement of build-up 
and also the continuity of melodic 
flow. Beyond virtuosity. Stem 
demonstrated his unique capability 
to uncover depth and meaning in the 
mudc.be plays. 

For the second part of the concert 
Mehta • chose ' one of Stravinsky's 
most popular pieces, “Petrushka." 
The Immense wealth of Stravinsky’s 
o&tvrp- remained, once again, un- 
touched. By scheduling three early 
ballets, the symphonies and a few 
other pieces, Mehta seems to feel 
that be has- discharged the IPO's 
obligation towards one of the central 
figures of 20th century music. True, 
Mehta did a fantastic job in ' 
■ •Petrushka." The performance was 
nothing less than brilliant. All the 
IPO's principals acquitted 
themselves with flying colours. But 
what about the untapped trea sures; 
the piano concerto, "Agnon,” 

. "Threni," "Canticum Sacrum," 
"Oedipus Rex" and the many other 
masterpieces?

NOT HAVING heard Emanuel 
Gruber, in a. solo recital in many 
years — ha was studying in the U.S. 
— this reviewer was struck by the 
great change In him. ffl« technique 
had- always been Impressive, but 
now he has added the miaatng dimen- 
sion of musical interpretation end 
tonal flexibility. Despite the limited 
acoustics of the Ezry Gallery, 
Gruber's dynamic range, tone quali- 
ty and expressiveness of phrasing 
gave each and every work on the 
programme Its due with most 
satisfying results. This was best 
demonstrated in the Prokofiev 
Sonata, where wild outbursts of 
brutal force were contrasted with 
singing melodic lines and elastic 
.tempi, and indications of hum our 
and dancing rhythms were mixed 
with barbaric exclamations. The 
romantic pieces were all romantic 
without getting sentimental, and la 
the Paganini, Gruber had the 
technique to display fireworks. 

The unhappy pianist had to play 
under very adverse conditions and 
often drowned out even the cellist’s 
big tone, but one simply cannot play 
Prokofiev and Debussy without 
employing some digital force at the 
keyboard. His musical qualities 
were quite apparent and his techni- 
que served him well for all demands.

Inflicted on children Jailed or 
separated from their parents in 
more than 20 countries is 
documented by Amnesty Inter- 
national In a report released yester- 
day. 

The London-based human rights 
organization- describes the account, 
produced by Its researchers to mark 
the “International Year of the 
Child,” as one of the "most 
gruesome reports we have 
published." 

-The report, entitled simply 
-■“Children," details the cases of 36 
children from 21 different countries 
who were Imprisoned, tortured or 
who disappeared during the past 10 
years. - • 

Amnesty, which won the Nobel 
Peace Prize in 1977, says it can give 
no estimate' of the number of 

children around the world still In 
detention or missing. 

“Each case cited must therefore 
stand symbolically for children 
everywhere whose early life is

scarred by such acts of Intolerance 
and cruelty,” says the report. 

Atrocities cited in the report range 
from the mass killing in jail last 
April in the Central African Empire 
of 60 to 100 children who protested 
against wearing school uniforms to 
an account by a Chilean mother who 
watched security police beat up her 
three-year-old daughter in 1976. 

Ethiopia’s military government 
killed some 6,000 people aged 
between 12 and 26 during Its eight- 
month “Red Terror" campaign 
which officially ended In mid-1978, 
the report says. 

NATIONS from which the individual 
cases of child victims of political 
repression are taken include Haiti, 
Indonesia. East Germany, the Soviet 
Union, Singapore, South Africa,

Pryor, falsely accused of murder- 
ing a guard, steals several cars, 
clothing and weapons in an intense, 
vicious chase. He takes a young girl, 
an insurance broker and a secretary 
as hostages. He fights off the dogs 
chasing him, the deputies shooting at 
him and the bounty hunter (Neville 
Brand) doggedly pursuing him. 

Based on the age-old theme of a 
hero fighting against seemingly in- 
conquerable odds, “Five Days from 
Home" otters a sentimentality out of 
the ’40s, unlikely situations and an 
unrealistic, though exciting, cross- 
country chase. It is also a genuine 
tear-jerker. 

Pryor, for example, leaves IOU’s 
for what he steals, apologizes to his 
hostages and makes it clear that he 
will not really hurt them. He finds an 
abandoned beagle puppy (one of the 
most loveable new stars to appear on 
the sCTeen this year) and carries It 
across country with him. He also 
rescues a woman and her child from 
a burning building and is very kind ‘ 
to old ladies and plump young girls. 

As improbable as the whole thing 
sounds, it works. Despite the 
maudlin sentimentality and the 
general sense of unreality, one can 
easily sympathize with the nic e-guy 
hero, detest the villain and love the 
puppy. Technically not a good film, 
this one can.be recommended as a 
"nice" experience that leaves one 
feeling good.

Argentina, Chile and Paraguay. 

"We can’t make any comparisons 
about offending nations.” Amnesty, 
spokesman Richard Reoch said. 

"These are just a handful of cases 
we know about, and the worse things 
may. by definition, never be known. 

“For example, far more people 
were killed In Equatorial Guinea 
than the Central African Empire. 
But we don't have information. 

“Similarly, in countries such as 
North Korea, we just don’t, know 
what goes on. Ironically, for exam- 
ple, South Africa Is a more often 
open country and Its . abuses are 
therefore more widely known.” 

Among the cases cited in the 
amnesty report are: 

• Sum 13 ah, aged 24 when she was 
arrested in Indonesia during an 
attempted coup, and releaaed last 


April* after spending half her Hfe in 
detention: 

• Clara Anahl Mariana, of Argen- 
tina, who, the report says, was three 
months old when her parents were 
killed in a security raid In 2978, The 
report says authorities refused to 
provide any information about the 
child's whereabouts. Amnesty has 
not been able to confirm reports that 
Argentinian children abducted by 
authorities hare been given new 
identities and sent for adoption; 

• Nine children of a Soviet Baptist 
family whose mother, Galina Yurev- 
n& Rytlkova, was threatened with 
psychiatric treatment; 

• Linda Z&hari. of Singapore, born 
three months after her father was 
detained In 1963 as a suspected 
Communist-sympathizer. Until his 


release when she was IB, Linda had 
never touched her father — she 
spoke to him through a telephone 
during jail visits; 

• Simon Antonio Riquelo, of Argen- 
tina, who has not been traced since, 
aged 20 days, he was arrested with 
his mother in Buenos Aires. He was 
not returned to the woman when she 
was deported later to Uruguay. 

. The report says Amnesty is aware 
of children born In prison and of 
young people — many of them In- 
donesian — who have spent half their 
lives in jail. 

- Amnesty doctors have for three 
years been studying a group of 58 
Chilean children now living In Den- 
mark who, the report says, were jail- 
ed themselves, or whose parents 
were political prisoners. 

A significant number of the 
children show symptoms of nervous 
disorder, including bursting into 
tears at noise, bed-wetting and 
aggressive behaviour, and may suf- 
fer life-long affects, the report says.

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Beginnings of wisdom 

THE CABINET'S decision yesterday that land privately owned 
by Arab residents In Judea and Samaria may not be confiscated 
to supply living space for seven Jewish settlements In those 
areas constitutes a salutary check to the ambitions of Gush 
Emunim. 

It confirms a policy statement made by Prime Minister Begin 
several months ago that Jewish settlements In the administered 
areas shall be confined to state or ownerless land. No minister 
— not Ariel Sharon, nor the representatives of the National 
Religious Party — raised his hand in opposition, when a motion 
incorporating this tenet was brought before the Cabinet; which 
establishes an important point of principle. The fear of dis- 
possession, spread among the Arab villagers by Gush Emunim 
and supporters of the Renascence party, has, therefore, no basis 
in official Government policy. 

The decision does not address itself directly to the dubious 
policy of establishing settlements in the highly-populated areas 
of the West Bank. But if the practical result is that such settle- 
ment will of necessity be curbed then the government will have 
made an important shift. For it was precisely this policy, 
bulldozed through by Mr. Sharon with the help of Mr. Hammer 
and others, that placed the Cabinet in the land fix from which it 
is now trying to extricate itself. 

Gush Emunim presumably will not take kindly to this deci- 
sion. They have committed themselves to demands for tens of 
thousands of dunams for Jewish settlement. And unless wiser 
heads prevail, they will collide frontally with the government. 

Of course, other questions remain. If the settlements were 
genuinely put in place for security reasons there would not be 
such an outcry about taking private land. It is precisely because 
the security argument for the settlements in question Is in dis- 
pute that the land controversy arises. 

Yet the government has apparently made a start toward cor- 
recting the course that was inciting West Bankers and giving 
ammunition to Israel's enemies abroad. And that is welcome. 

America’s true voice 

ISRAEL still has friends in America, lots of friends, and a group 
of them has just arrived here as guests of the Hlstadrut. Veteran 
trade union and civil rights leaders all, they also happen to be 
Black. 

This fact might not be so worthy of note, perhaps, but for the 
publicity that attended the visit here last month of the Rev. 
Jesse Jackson. It is obviously to help repair the damage done by 
Mr. Jackson, and his ilk, to the long-time cordial alliance 
between Israel (and American Jews) and Black Americans, 
that Bayard Rustin and his Mends are here now. 

Their message, it may be assumed, is that not all Black 
Americans are hung up on the PLO, an organization 
characterized by Mr. Rustin as “committed to racism, 
terrorism, and authoritarianism.” 

Also, that not all of them, by any means, are so scared of the 
threat of an Arab oil stoppage as to disavow any claim to 
morality in politics, even ultimately at their own expense. 

The U.S. league of frightened oil-users who are ready to sell 
Israel down the river, now has a biradal leadership: Mr. 
Jackson, certified flaming radical in search of a political plat- 
form, meet Mr. Conn ally, ex-Govemor of Texas, conservative 
Democrat-turned-Republican and running for the presidency. 

Although each one of these two gentlemen no doubt has his 
own respectable constituency, neither of them represents 
America. At least not yet. 

The true voice of America is still that sounded by the newly 
arrived Black delegation. If they mix criticism with their 
assurances of support, during their five-day stay In the country, 
it should be listened to with close attention. For they are 
themselves Israel’s best assurance of the continued friendship 
of the American people. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


HOW MUCH is a penny worth? 

Not much these days, unless you 
happen to be the fortunate owner of a 
silver penny struck by Brian Fitz- 
count during the reign of King 
Stephen in the 12th. century, UPI 
reports. 

Such a coin fetched £10,000 — a 
world record price for a British pen- 
ny — at an auction recently by coin 
dealers Spink and Son. 

Fitzcount, an English baron, was 
besieged twice at his home, 
Wallingford Castle, in 1146 and it was 
during one of these sieges that the 
coin was struck. 

The penny was bought by a London 
firm of coin dealers. 


A “WORKING GROUP” has 
presented a plan to the Dutch 
Culture and Social Affairs Ministry 
to establish a small monument at the 
site of the former concentration 
camp for Jews at Westerbork in the 
province of Drenthe and to have a 
permanent exhibition and Informa- 
tion centre there. 

From Westerbork during the Ger- 
man occupation of the Netherlands 
over 100,000 Jews from Holland were 
deported to their deaths. 

The Westerbork group told JTA 
that few of the visitors to this site, 
which is now in an attractive 
landscape, have any Idea of what 
happened there only 35 years ago. 


A Refugee mentality’ 

Israelis must re-examine the nature of the Jewish state, 
writes MORDECHAI NISAN. 


Dry Bones 


IN 1903, the Sixth Zionist Congress 
voted to reject the offer to establish 
in Uganda a temporary “night 
shelter" for the Jewish People until 
the Land of Israel was secured as the 
permanent national homeland. That 
historic vote, while clarifying the 
geographical centre of Zionism for 
future statehood, did not clarify a 
more fundamental decision that had 
to be made: was Zionism seeking, 
when all Is said and done, just a 
physical refuge for Jewish safety or, 
rather, a normal home for Jewish 

life? 

"Uganda" is not just a physical 
spot on the map. It Is also a spiritual 
mark on the heart, a psychological 
disposition touching on the essence 
of Jewish political regeneration In 
this century. Ben-Gurlon once af- 
firmed that “you cannot take the 
Land of Israel out of the Jewish 
heart," but we may still question 
whether we have taken Uganda out 
of the Jewish soul. 

Israel has been many things to 
many people and, yet, It has become 
a refuge of profound significance In 
.the most varied forms. The alienated 
youth of North America, Jews 
searching for personal meaning In 
life, divorced from their vacuous 
Jewish communities, cut off from 
rooted traditional Jewish Identity, 
all seek, in Israel, a spiritual refuge, 
They wander Into the yeshivot of 
Jerusalem and find emotional com- 
fort there. Israel becomes an 
answer, a spiritual remedy, for Jews 
with problems. And the parents of 
these Jewish youth see Israel as the 
last refuge to save their children. 

Jews from Russia, Arab lands, 
Argentina, Iran, and other parts of 
the world see In Israel a haven to ab- 
sorb the way less, the persecuted and 
the oppressed. Zionism's initial pur-

pose here proves its continued value: 
Israel is needed for all Jews who, 
sooner or' later, enter her gates to 
enjoy pure, unadulterated physical 
wellbeing. Israel is the physical 
refuge, the promised land of watch 
towers away from the outstretched 
arm of the attacking goy who en- 
dangers safe Jewish existence in the 
diaspora. 

Most basic to this conception of 
Israel as a refuge is the dominant 
security disposition characterizing 
national thinkin g in the country. The 
army and its actions, the in- 
convenience caused to civilians by 
security checks, the high taxes we 
pay, the settlements built across the 
1967 lines, and the shelters con- 
structed in apartment buildings 
where the apartments themselves 
may be unbelievably small — all of 
this is justified and rationalized by 
the security imperative at the root of 
Israel’s establishment and preserva- 
tion. 

Everything can be legitimized in 
Israel if it serves the elemental pur- 
pose of securing Jewish survival. We 
can even bomb Arab civilians who 
happen to reside in PLO terrorist 
camps in Lebanon, and we can even 
limit civilian freedoms of Arabs in 
Judea and Samaria if they constitute 
a potential “security threat” to 
public order and* safety. 

Even Sadat will agree to any 
security arrangements Israel re- 
quests in order to achieve a 
"complete withdrawal” from the 
territories and the realization of 
"Palestinian rights.” All Israelis 
con carry a personal gun and wear 
bullet-proof vests. Sadat has un- 
derstood that the Israeli mentality is 
fixated on the need for physical safe- 
ty in the refuge-refugee land of the 
Jews. 


HOWEVER. ISRAEL was also 
designed to be a home, a normal 
place for Jews to live in a natural, 
national fashion. According to this 
vision, Israel would not be a medical 
clinic for lost Jewish youth but a 
social centre for vibrant Jewish 
families. The oppressed would not 
run for safety to Israel, but those 
striving for a more natural, 
meaningful Jewish experience 
would arrive here. 

The security fences would come 
down around the schools and the 
settlements, civilian guard duty 
would end, police check points would 
be lifted, and the youth would travel 
around the country without requir- 
ing them to carry weapons. If Israel 
is your home and not your refuge, 
then you start acting like the master 
of the home and not the victim of an 
attacker who really feels it la his 
home. 

' This Is not a call for disarmament 
or pacifism. The army should not be 
dismantled nor should our survival 
instinct be displaced. Normal securi- 
ty concerns, operative in other coun- 
tries, should obviously be main- 
tained, but they should not be the 
overwhelming motif of our national 
life. 

If this Is home, then we do not need 
a security proviso to live in Samaria, 
as Ben-Gurion did not require one to 
live in the Galilee region in 1907. He 
went because It was part of his 
homeland. The mental shift in 
Jewish thinking must see Jews living 
beyond the Green Line not as a 
security Imperative, but as a natural 
phenomenon of a people building a 
homeland. 

So long as the Jews came to the 
Land of Israel, and continued to 
come to Israel, in search of a refuge.

a physical -hideout; or so long as we 
base our approach on ruling 
territories and not living in them 
then, I fear, we follow the path 
trodden by Christian Crusaders, Ot- 
toman Turks and British* 
Imperialists. They all ruled and end- 
ed up leaving. You cannot rule 
forever, but If you came to live in 
your own home, then it can be yours 
forever. 

Recent enrents and statementa 
suggest that a “refuge mentality" 
still guides the political decisions of 
Israel's leaders. Jews living normal 
Uvea in Yaznlt will be evacuated, 
but, so the argument goes, security 
arrangements -will assure Israel's 
physical welfare. The g ov e r nment 
(and many others) recognize the 


security importance of Judea and 
Samaria, but Jewish civilians., ore 
considered a nuisance or un- 
necessary. - - 

Are we creating a new. and 
Zionist, ghetto In the Jewish 
homeland? Is this what Is left of our 
grand dream? Have we realty aban- 
doned the Uganda option? 

It would be satisfying to get 
answers to these questions. - The 
walls are going up, but they are foil 
of cracks. It would be better to break 
them down before they cave In onus. 
And then we can build a true home 
for a normal, healthy people!

Sir, — As a participant In the 
meeting between Peace Now and the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson's delega- 
tion, I am astounded by Mark 
Segal's evaluation of what really 
happened, as reported In his article, 
"Correct decision” (September 30).

What we did tell Jackson is 
something which we have consistent- 
ly told the Israeli public, that ul- 
timately the Israell-Arab conflict 
and the Palestinian question in par- 
ticular could not be solved through 
violent means. This Is true for all 
sides of the conflict. We told him that 
the problems between our peoples 
were political problems, and that the 
only solutions possible were political 
solutions. We believe this formula 
has been proven true by the peace 
treaty signed by Egypt and Israel, 
and that it is the only conceivable 
solution for all the parties to this con- 
flict — including the Palestinian peo- 
ple. Palestinian recognition of 
Israel's right to exist as a sovereign 
nation and a cessation of all 
terrorism are prerequisites for solv- 
ing the Palestinian national 
problem. 

Unfortunately, Mark Segal did not 
stay for the rest of our dialogue with 
the Rev. Jackson. Had he done so, he 
would have witnessed our 
spokesmen rejecting several other 
“comparisons" made by members 
of the Jackson delegation. 


These included an attempt to com- 
pare slavery in America during the 
19th century to Israeli policies on the 
West Bank and Gaza. Although 
Peace Now takes issue with many of 
these same policies, in particular 
continued Jewish settlement of- these 
territories during the negotiating 
process, our spokesmen forcefully 
rejected such a comparison. At 
another point, we complained that 
we had to share headlines with PLO 
terrorist attacks, as happened 
following our latest demonstration 
on the road to Hebron, the same day 
as the bicycle explosion on Ben 
Yehuda Street in Jerusalem. We 
denounced such attacks because 
they were outright murder and 
harmed the peace -making process. 
When one member of the Jackson 
delegation inferred that such ex- 
plosions might be a part of a govern- 
ment programme to sabotage this 
process, we denounced this, in- 
ference as an outright insult to us as 
Israeli citizens and as intelligent 
human beings. 

After reflecting upon our dialogue 
with these Black Americans, we con- 
cluded that they came to the Middle 
East totally unprepared and unin- 
formed about the complex Issues - 
facing our warring peoples. This is 
true not only from an Israeli point of 
view, but also from an Arab Palesti- 
nian standpoint. (For example, they 
were unaware that the PLO Is an 
umbrella organization for several 
movements ranging from the ex- 
treme refusal fronts to the 
"relatively” moderate 

organizations.) As we told them. 
Peace Now respects their desire to 
help us solve our problems; but we 
demand that they be thoroughly in- 
formed about all the complex issues 
Involved in order to do so.

SIGNS POINT to a shift in the Soviet 
Union’s pro-Moslem foreign policy. 
They suggest the possibility of a 
return to the traditional Russian pro- 
Christian orientation that existed un- 
til World War L 

Until that war. Russia conceived 
of herself as die exclusive guardian 
of Eastern Christianity and the 
custodian of the Holy Places. In fact, 
a dispute over the control of the Holy 
Places in Jerusalem and Bethlehem 
was one of the ostensible causes of 
the friction between Russia and Bri- 
tain that led to the Crimean War in 
1855. There was general agreement 
in Russia that she must protect the 
Holy Land and Eastern Christianity 
from Moslem suppression. 

The foreing policy turnabout took 
place after the Revolution, when an 
anti-Christian, pro-Moslem line 
manifested Itself. The change was 
not motivated purely by religious 
convictions. Christianity was iden- 
tified with the imperialist West, 
Islam with the oppressed peoples of 
Asia and Africa. Many Russians did 
not consider themselves Europeans, 
hut as Eurasians which they claimed 
were a distinct cultural group. 

For a short period, Stalin 
attempted to return Soviet - foreign 
policy in the Middle East to the 
traditional line of the czars. But . 
Krushchev again actively com-- 
mitted the USSR to the Moslem 
cause In the Middle East and 
elsewhere. The anti-Christian policy 
was particularly evident in Africa 
when the Soviet mass media sup- 
ported the persecution of Christiani- 
ty in the Congo, Sudan, Uganda and 
Guinea. 

The currently visible signs of 
change in this policy reflect an acute 
demographic crisis inside the Soviet 
Union. The Moslem population is 
growing rapidly at the same time 
that the Slavic population is declin- 
ing severely. Some Soviet leaders 
are wary of the prospect of a large 
Russian-Moslem population suscep- 
tible to Moslem influences from 
abroad. 


**♦* 


The first radical break in. the 
Soviet Union’s pro-Islam foreign 
policy came when the Russians 
shifted their support to Ethiopia 
away from Somalia. Despite the fact 
that both countries were politically 
radical and anti-traditional,, drain 
conflict was perceived by both sides 
as an extension of the traditional 
Christian-Moslem struggle, with the 
USSR fearful of the Read Sea tur- 
ning Into an Zsl&mic sea. 

The USSR also took other, steps 
which manifested signs of ner- 
vousness vls-a-vis the Moslem 
world. Thus, it decided to overthrow 
a friendly regime in Afghanistan in 
an attempt to Impose absolute .con- 
trol over the country, since 
memories of Afghanista n as an anti- 
Soviet guerrilla base in the *20s and 
'30s were still fresh. 

These signs of change in Russian 
foreign policy raise a number of 
other questions to which there are 
still no unequivocal answers. Do 
they mean that Soviet policy in Asia 
. and Africa in general will be adapted 
to the Internal demographic 
problem, by isolating the Soviet 
Moslems from the rest of -the 
Moslem world? Do they mean that 
Soviet foreign policy in this. part of 
the world is returning to the 
traditional Russian support for -the 
Christians? The answers to these 
questions will depend in great part 
on the outcome of the competition 
for power taking place among the 
Soviet elites and . on the possibility 
that a "Russia-first’’ group will take 
over the leadership. , r .;
